HE DIED BY OWN
HAND SAYS JURY

Coroner’s J ury Gave Verdict of
Suieide in Storrier Case.

Telephone Lineman Shot Self
at Home of Woman.

MRS. HAND TELLS HER STORY

Denies Any Intimaey With
Storrier—Only Friendship.

“] Wanted to Die—Call the Po-
lice,” His Last Words.

That David N. Storrier came to his
death from a pistol wound inflicted by
himself with intent to commit suicide
in the home of Mrs. Margaret Hand
at 131 Jackson street Monday noon,
was the verdict of the coroner’s jury
empaneled for the inquest which took
place today in the court of Topeka.
No question of the fact of soicide was
ralsed by any of the evidence Intro-
duced at the inquest over which Cor-
oner J. H. Rinehart presided, with
Robert Garver, assistant county attor-
ney, examining the witnesses.

Mrs. Hangd related in a circumstan-
tial way the events preceding and fol-
lowing the death of Storrier, whom
cghe describes as having been a confi-
dentlal -.iend. She identifled the let-
ters which had been taken from Stor-
rier's pockets and sald that she had
been in the act of restoring to Stor-
rier letters written to her by him dur-
ing his absence from Topeka while
working as a lineman between here
and Valley Falls Examiner Garver
did not pursue this line of inquiry,
the letters serving to establish the fact
of the close friendship which existed
between the two.

Asked for the Letters.

“He came to my house, where 1
have been living only since March 24,
about half past eleven o'clock in the
morning I should think it was" said
Mrs. Hand. “l was surprised to see
him because he had told me Sunday
that he was leaving town to go to
Valley Falls, He explained that he
had gone there Sunday afternoon but
had been transferred back to Topeka.

TURK DEFENSE
IN GOOD SHAPE

German Commander Declares
Constantinople Is Secure

From Any Attack by the Allies
From the Sea.

ITALY IS MASSING TROOPS

All Along the Austrian Fron-
tier of the Tyrol

German Offensive in Northern
Poland Has Failed Again.

London, Maroch 30.—An official an-
nouncment from Constantinopla says
a Turkish aeroplans dropped bomba
on a Britlsh warshlp cruising outside
the Dardanelles No information is
glven as to the damage Inflicted, The
allied fleet has msade no further gen-
eral attack on the Turkish fortifica-
tlons although they were bombarded
intermittently yesterday.

Field Marshal Ven Der Golts, Ger-
man military commander of Con-
stantinople, who is on his way to Ber-
lin, is quoted as saying It 18 now ap-
parent the Dardanelleg forts will be
able to resist any assault which may
be directed agalnst them from the sea.
The government has taken measures
to prevent the landing of the allled
troopa conveyed to Smyrna on trans-
ports. Large bodles of Turkish troops
are being assembled at this point.

A  concentration of Italilan troops
along the Austrian frontler ils sald in
Geneva to have been begun. Accord-
ing to this information Italian regi-
ments which have been stationed
along the Swiss border have been sent
to the Tyrolese f(rontier, where Aus-
trian troops have been assembled dur-
ing the last fortnight.

The Russlan government announces
the German offensive in northern Po-
Iand has falled, having been stopped
at all points along the line west of the
Nieman river.

2.7 Inches in Topeka.
